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Need to curb 
‘unnecessary’ 
B&B spending

HOMELESS families living in 
hotels and temporary accom¬ 
modation has cost a council 
£1.1 million this financial year, 
it has been revealed. 

Luton Borough Council said it 
wants to take out leases on three 
office blocks being converted 
into flats by developers in order 
to alleviate the housing shortage 
in the town. 

The authority is anticipating a 
spend of £1.5 million on families 
in B&Bs by the end of this finan¬ 
cial year. 

Councillor Tom Shaw, in 
charge of housing at the author¬ 
ity, said leasing the flats would 
result in a ‘big saving’. 

A council document due to be 
discussed at a meeting tomor¬ 
row shows that as recently as 
mid-December last year, the 
number of homeless families in 
hotels stood at 103. 

It says the authority is at risk of 
being penalised as families were 
‘forced’ to stay in B&Bs longer 
than the government’s pre¬ 
scribed six-week limit. 

Councillor David Franks, lead¬ 


er of the Liberal Democrats, 
said: “The bottom line is that it 
should not be necessary to put 
families in B&Bs. 

“The newspapers are full of 
houses and flats to rent, so the 
question is why isn’t the council 
putting them in these places? 

“Maybe they aren’t trying hard 
enough because there are pages 
and pages of houses to rent.” 

The council is now proposing 
leases are taken out on buildings 
in Alma Street, Grosvenor House 
and Cardiff Road to be turned 
into more than 150 flats. 

Cllr Shaw added: “Private 
developers have bought them 
and are going to turn them into 
residential flats so it’s good news 
all around because it’s bringing 
unused offices back into use and 
the people who have no place to 
stay will have one. 

“There’s also possibly a fourth 
building we might be able to use 
and we’re currently talking to 
the developers. 

“For most families, there’s 
absolutely nothing worse than 
being in a bed and breakfast. 
The flats will cost the council 
less than hiring hotel rooms. 

“It will be a saving for the 


council, it will be better for the 
families as they will be in a good 
standard of accommodation.” 

The number of families in 
temporary housing is an issue 
which has been subject to much 
debate. 

Last month homeless charity 
Shelter said high rents and hous¬ 
ing benefit caps some times 
made it harder for councils to 
find places for families. 

Lynda Rees, chief executive at 
Luton Community Housing 
Association, said many people 
are living ‘closer to the margin 
financially’, and that the bene¬ 
fits system ‘could not cope’. 

She added: “I don’t know the 
answer, but there is something 
intrinsically wrong with a sys¬ 
tem where large numbers of 
people, who are willing and able 
to work, and who do work when¬ 
ever the opportunity arises, are 
forced to rely on the benefits 
system. It’s a national disgrace. 

“I have the greatest sympathy 
with Luton Borough Council 
which is trying to deal with this 
issue, in a town where the 
housing need is so great and 
when its budget is under so 
much pressure.”

Authority probes claims 
made against Lealands

ALLEGATIONS about a culture of 
bullying and intimidation at a 
school are being investigated, it 
has emerged. 

Luton Borough Council said a 
letter containing claims about 
events at Lealands High School 
had been referred to its monitor¬ 
ing officer by the school’s chair of 
governors. 

The letter was sent by a whistle¬ 
blower, who says they are a 
member of staff at school to: the 
council; Ofsted; various exam 
boards and unions; and politi¬ 
cians in the town. In it, they say 
they are ‘very concerned about a 
number of issues at the school’. 

The allegations allege bullying 
and unfair dismissal of staff, 
misuse of CCTVand school funds, 


and the way controlled assess¬ 
ments are administered. One of 
the teachers named in the letter, 
Tasha Sagree, 31, told Luton on 
Sunday that she had resigned 
from the school last year after 
being unhappy with the way she 
was treated when her father died 
in June 2013 and she asked for 
compassionate leave. 

She said: “When my dad died I 
got in touch with the head but he 
did not get back for a week. 

“I then sent another email and 
then he did not respond again. 

“So I went to the doctor and told 
them, because I was stressed, and 
she gave me a sick note for three 
weeks. I got the note and then I 
had to go to Jamaica. And even 
while I was there, I still did work.” 

Upon her return, Ms Sagree said 
the school held a disciplinary 
hearing in which they found she 


had not followed its policy. LoS 
has also spoken to another former 
teacher at Lealands, who asked to 
remain anonymous, who says 
they experienced discrimination 
during their time at the school. 

In response to Ms Sagree’s 
claims, a Lealands spokeswoman 
said: “It is not appropriate to 
discuss internal staffing matters 
in the media. The school has 
robust policies and procedures in 
place regarding leave requests.” 

A council statement said: 
“Under the whistleblowing policy 
that applies to the school, the 
issues raised by an individual 
have been referred to the 
council’s monitoring officer for 
the authority to consider if any 
appropriate action is required. 

“Therefore it would be inappro¬ 
priate to comment any further at 
this stage.” 


Report says that 
college has ‘no 
key strengths’ 

A COLLEGE has been branded 
‘inadequate’ by Ofsted inspec¬ 
tors who said it had ‘no key 
strengths’ in any areas. 

Barnfield College in Luton 
was slammed by Ofsted in a 
report published this week 
which gave it the lowest grade 
possible in all areas. 

Inspectors found, among 
other things, that attendance, 
punctuality and behaviour at 
New Bedford Road college were 
‘poor’ and that ‘the significant 
majority of teaching, learning 
and assessment requires 
improvement, or is inade¬ 
quate’. 

Following the publication of 
the report, Robert Somerville, 
the chairman of governors for 
the college, said: “The corpora¬ 
tion fully accepts all the find¬ 
ings of the Ofsted Inspectors. 

“This is an unacceptable fail¬ 
ure by a significant majority of 
the previous management, 
governors and teaching staff.”

FENSA 
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Council rakes in 
£ 116 k from fines

MORE than £116,000 in 
parking fines has been gen¬ 
erated by a single street in 
Luton, figures have revealed. 

Motorists who parked 
illegally in Leagrave Road 
{pictured above ) were fined a 
total of £116,971 during April 
2013-March 2014, a Freedom 
of Information request to 
Luton council has shown. 

Chapel Street, which raked 
in £107,489 between April 
2012-March 2013 was second 
this time round with £82,145. 
It was followed by George 
Street which had a haul of 
£64,259. 

Luton council said the high 
amount of fines was due to 
CCTV enforcement brought 
in to the area as a result of 
complaints by businesses 
and residents. 

Councillor Dave Taylor, who 
is in charge of transport at 
Luton council, said the 
cameras had improved park¬ 
ing in the area. 

He said: “We got complaints 
from businesses in the area 
that parking was just becom¬ 
ing out of control and we 
decided that it was a hotspot, 
so we put cameras there. 


“Since we have 
done that it has 
improved. 

“Chapel Street 
was a trouble 
area for parking 
and there was 
also a service 
area that was 
being blocked 
in. 

“The cameras 
were effective 
because the 
problem is 
that when 
people see 
the parking 
attendant 
they drive 
away, and 
then return 
when they 
have gone. 

“Once people know that 
there is enforcement in the 
area, then it tends to get 
better.” 

A council spokeswoman 
said: “Parking restrictions 
are in place for safety reasons 
and to ensure free flow of 
traffic on Luton’s road. We 
have no hesitation in taking 
action against inconsiderate 
drivers who park illegally. 

“Following a number of 
complaints about congestion 



and illegal 
parking in Leagrave 
Road, CCTV enforcement has 
been implemented to more 
effectively enforce parking 
restrictions in the area. Signs 
warn drivers about enforce¬ 
ment. 

“Payments may have 
increased because photo¬ 
graphic evidence is also 
provided to the vehicle 
owners when the notice is 
served by post.”

A CHARITY providing transport for elderly 
and disabled residents said it would 
welcome more partner organisations to 
help improve its service. 

Age Concern, based in King Street, Luton, 
took over from organising the transport 
service after Dial-A-Ride pulled out in 2013 
following cuts to its council funding. 

Dial-A-Ride returned to the town last year 
after it won several contracts elsewhere, but 
Age Concern has now taken its previous role 
following talks with Luton council. 

Colette McKeaveney {pictured), the chari¬ 
ty’s director, said her staff worked with the 
council’s interim service to assess passen¬ 
gers’ needs, including checks to ensure they 
were receiving the right benefits. 

She said: “We use a mixture of volunteer 
drivers as well as booking transport through 
taxis and other organisations, but we are 
trying to draw other people in because it’s all 



about working with partners. We assess them 
individually to find out what the best option 
is for them. The maximum charge for a 
journey to anywhere in Luton is £6. 

“We are probably serving about 300 people a 
week, so it’s quite a lot.” 


OAP’s death caused by ‘asbestos cancer’ 


A PENSIONER who spent his 
entire life building and maintain¬ 
ing power stations has died from 
breathing in asbestos spores, an 
inquest heard on Wednesday. 

Gerald Dounting, 83, of Chiltern 
Road, Barton-Le-Clay, came into 


contact with the deadly material 
while working in the turbine and 
boiler houses next to laggers who 
were using it in various forms. 

He worked at several stations, 
including Battersea plant in South 
London, before retiring in 2002. 


Mr Dounting died in hospital on 
December 4 from terminal stage 
four mesothelioma which is 
invariably caused by exposure to 
asbestos. It was ruled Mr 
Dounting died from ‘a work- 
related industrial disease’.

‘We are not rattled 
by rodent sightings’

A COUNCIL has hit back at suggestions the 
town still has a rat problem following fresh 
images of rodents taken in the town centre. 

A spokesman for the authority said it had 
seen requests for its free domestic rat treat¬ 
ment service decrease by 10 per cent since 
2013 and was working to provide a ‘longer 
term solution’ for the issue. 

The rats were spotted in Library Road, an 
area where the rodents were also found last 
year amid some high profile coverage of the 


town in a national newspaper. Luton council 
said it was not ‘unusual for rats to be found 
in a busy area with lots of food premises 
nearby’ and said businesses and individuals 
had a ‘duty’ to look after the waste they 
produced. 

The council spokesman said: “There is no 
evidence to suggest the population is any 
greater in Luton than in other towns and 
cities across the country and the council 
continues to provide an in-house pest 
control team that carries out proactive and 
covert baiting in areas that rats are attracted 
to in the town centre.”

AN appeal has been launched 
to help reunite a dog with its 
owner who has until Tuesday 
to respond before it is 
adopted.

Ms Matterson took the dog 
to a vet in March, near 
Cambridge, but as she was 
found near Clophill she had 
to be dealt with in that area. 

Ms Matterson added: “The 
vet reckons she may have 
been tied up outside and 


escaped from a garden. She’s 
still very nervous around 
new situations and even 
going into rooms she doesn’t 
know.” 

The dog is currently being 
kept in an animal shelter in 
Baldock where she will be put 
up for adoption on Tuesday, a 
week after she first arrived 
there.

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Fraudster forced 
to pay back £67k

A TRUSTED employee who 
fleeced a family-run build¬ 
ing business out of more 
than £117,000 has six months 
to pay back £67,000, or face 
jail time. 

Karen Waller, 55, of Alpine 
Way, Luton, was jailed for two 
years last February after 
admitting four charges of 
fraud and one of theft. 

She duplicated her weekly 
wages, charged overtime for 


work she had not done, used a 
company credit card for 
personal use and diverted 
money into her own account. 

She was confronted about 
this in a management meet¬ 
ing and signed a confession. 

Waller, who has been 
released early from her 
sentence, appeared in the 
dock again on Friday, 
December 2 along with her 
husband Stuart, 50, after 
admitting contempt of court 
by delaying providing details 
of their assets. 


Will Noble, prosecuting, 
said that although Waller had 
admitted taking £117,540, it 
was agreed that she had ben¬ 
efited to the tune of £138,568. 

Tim Clark, defending, said 
that £33,000 could be handed 
over immediately. He asked 
for six months for the rest of 
the money to be paid. He said 
Waller and her husband had 
been guilty of the contempt 
of court by ‘omission’. 

Judge Michael Kay QC passed 
a three month suspended 
sentence against the couple.

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Pushing the boundaries of 
modem paramedic practice 


The University of Bedfordshire is 

educating paramedics of the future 


nv he role of a paramedic is 
prestigious and incredibly 
rewarding. You have the 
opportunity to use your skills 
and talents to really make 
a difference in the local community. If you 
like variety, work well under pressure and 
want to work in medical care, it could be 
the career for you" says Paramedic 
Science Course Co-ordinator, Mark Cutler, 
who tells us how he entered into the 
profession himself and what advice he 
would give to budding paramedics. 

"Initially I considered a career in medicine 
then as I began researching into a range of 
healthcare career options I discovered 
Paramedic Science. I realised the demands 
placed on the paramedic and the range of 
work involved in pre-hospital care. Being able 
to work both in and out of the hospital 
environment really appealed to me, along 
with the opportunity to make clinical decisions 
based on personal knowledge and experience. 

I decided to join a voluntary aid agency to 
gain experience which only affirmed my 
decision to pursue a career in the ambulance 
service. As the old style training required you 
to join at a lower tier and work your way up I 
had to wait until I was 21 to join; a requirement 
for driving an ambulance. I then worked through 
the ambulance service education system up 
to the role of paramedic practitioner." 

Cutler explains that "the ambulance service 
is very busy and you will be expected to be 
on the go for your entire shift. This mixed with 
long working hours can be trying, but I had 
done my research, was ready for the challenge 
and threw myself into the role. 

People often ask me to describe a typical 
day on the job, but there is no such thing as a 
typical week or day as a paramedic. Incidents 
can range from supporting the elderly with 
social care problems to dealing with a serious 
road traffic collision, involving multiple patients. 
No two days are ever the same, which is exciting. 

"Beyond the fast pace and hard work the 
job can be immensely rewarding',' he says. 
"The most fulfilling part of the job is being able 
to make clear clinical decisions for patients 
that produce positive outcomes. I remember 
vividly the first time that I delivered a baby. 
After a flurry of movement and activity there 
was a tense moment, worry hanging in the air, 
waiting for that point when the baby cried out 
for the first time. It was such a happy moment 
that I was able to share with the family. I'll 
never forget it." 

Speaking about the BSc (Hons) Paramedic 
Science course at the University of Bedfordshire 
he says "we are pushing the boundaries of 
typical paramedic practice and aligning study 
and training with the work of the ambulance 
service so that our students graduate fully 
prepared. The landscape of paramedic practice 
is evolving, with hospital overcrowding and 
greater demands being placed on paramedics, 
it is important to be equipped with all the 
knowledge and skills required to provide 
patients with the highest quality of care.

FILM REVIEW 

EXODUS: GODS AND KINGS [I2fl1 

Showing at Luton Cineworld 

Running time: Two hours 22 mins 

RIDLEY Scott directs this story of 
Moses who takes on the might of the 
Egyptian empire to lead 600,000 
slaves on a journey to freedom. 

However, Exodus: Gods and Kings 
is full of historical innacuracies and 
also has to contend with smothering 
CGI and clunky writing. 

The sheer amount of unnecessary 
special effects completely over shad¬ 
ow any hope of a strong emotional 
story and relatable characters. 

The ever-commanding Christian 
Bale makes a promising start as 


Moses, the adopted brother of 
Ramses, before he’s cast out of Egypt. 

Nine years later a visit from God 
reveals Moses is the saviour of his 
people and he returns to Egypt with 
a series of plagues. 

While Bale puts on a strong perfor¬ 
mance and has a particularly great 
scene with Hebrew elder Ben 
Kingsley, the talents of Sigourney 
Weaver, Aaron Paul and fohn 
Turturro are sadly wasted. 

You expect more from the star- 
studded line-up, but the insistence 
on loads of CGI leaves the cast little 
room to breathe, let alone act. 

The broken relationship between 
Moses and Ramses should be the 
core of the film, but other than battle 
scenes and brooding jealously the 
two rarely have screen time together.

The sheer amount of visuals is 
enough to give you a migraine. 

The 10 plagues are rushed through 
so quickly it’ll make your head spin 
and rather than being the pivotal 
moments they should be, are little 
more than hectic scatterings. 

If you’re hoping for an action 
packed and emotionally charged 
story you’ll be disappointed as the 
whole affair simply fails to deliver.

HATTERS

JANUARY is only 11 days old but compared to 
2014 it’s looking more annus horribilis than 
happy New Year for Luton Town - and it’s all 
down to their struggles in front of goal. 

Admittedly, the last calendar year for the 
Hatters was sensational. They were the third 
best performing team in the whole of England, 
based on league games and goals per game 
(2.05). Only the mega-money, world-class 
capabilities of Manchester City and Chelsea 
had a better strike rate (both 2.32). 

There are, of course, mitigating circumstanc¬ 
es for Town and losing 30-goal machine Andre 
Gray to Championship outfit Brentford in the 
summer was always going to affect this term’s 
tally. Just ask Liverpool how difficult it is to 
replace your main marksman. 


Gray sat in the Kenilworth Road stands on 
Thursday for the visit of Shrewsbury to watch 
two of his former teams fail to hit the target. 

If he was in his seat 25 minutes before kick¬ 
off, he would have witnessed a worrying lack of 
marksmanship coursing through the Luton 
squad in a pre-match shooting practice exer¬ 
cise. It didn’t take a crystal ball to predict the 
0-0 stalemate that was to follow. 

These goal-shy symptoms took the 
razzmatazz out of the festive period where they 
dominated opponents, as they nearly always 
do, but couldn’t apply a killer touch. Gray’s 
understudy last term, Mark Cullen, is Town’s 
top goalscorer but he’s only registered once in 
two-and-a-half months. It says it all. 

Luke Rooney has been missing for the same 
length of time this season through injury and 
suspension, yet is still the club’s next best goal- 
grabber with five - and he scored three of those 
in December. 

And so Luton ushered in 2015 with an LA Cup 


exit at Cambridge United that was made all the 
more frustrating when their League Two rivals 
drew the biggest of money-spinning fourth 
round home clashes against Manchester 
United.

LUTON RLC’s 24-7 away defeat to Colchester 
keeps them ninth in London One North, with ten 
to play in a season where they’ve struggled on 
the road, having now won one in seven this term.

Lucky posteriors or not, they need someone with the knowl¬ 
edge of what to do with a barn door and banjo. 

McNulty and his defensive colleagues are at least holding up 
their end of the bargain as the shutout of Shrewsbury was 
their 12th clean sheet of the campaign. 

Of course, one small mid-season goal problem does not a 
disaster make, and it is hard not to imagine that Luton are 
nailed on for the play-offs, at worst. But, judging by past 
efforts that is not a route this club should want to contem¬ 
plate. History has not been kind. 

To alleviate that worry, Still is talking all the right transfer 
talk. If he can snare former England international Andrew 
Johnson it will be something of a coup. He’s a free agent, so 
it’s worth a punt, even with an injury record that threatens to 
turn the 33-year-old into a glamorous addition to a Town 
treatment room already bulging with injured attacking tal¬ 
ent. Add Ross Lafayette to that party once more, with Still 
revealing that he’s had another setback. 

So far in his Hatters career the manager has got the big deci¬ 
sions right. He’ll be given the freedom of the borough of 
Luton on Thursday after Town supporter and Stopsley coun¬ 
cillor Michael Dolling put him forward for the accolade, say¬ 


ing the 64-year-old had, “raised the town’s morale” by guid¬ 
ing the club back to the Football League. 

There’s every hope to suggest the manager will find a way 
through this current goal drought, which won’t get any easier 
with a tough trip to Plymouth on Saturday. He’s already 
bagged Jayden Stockley on loan from AFC Bournemouth and 
there were promising green shoots from the 21-year-old for¬ 
ward on his debut. 

As Still has repeated this on numerous occasions in recent 
weeks, he doesn’t believe in luck, so you’d be inclined to 
believe that there will be some methodology applied, com¬ 
pared to football’s often-used lost causes of faint hope and 
empty platitudes. 

But perhaps the real reason the mood inside the Hatters 
camp is undaunted is the message filtering down from the 
top. 

Managing director Gary Sweet wrote in Thursday night’s 
match programme that the club are “ahead of schedule,” add¬ 
ing in a piece about, amongst other things, a magnificent 
2014: “Thankfully we’re in a happier place now. “ 

If they can find a magic goal formula, 2015, despite its 
beginnings, could bring many happy returns.

SIGNING former England 
international striker 
Andrew Johnson would be a 
huge statement to show that 
Luton Town are back on the 
rise after years in the dol¬ 
drums, says captain Steve 
McNulty. 

Hatters boss John Still 
revealed earlier this week 
that he was in talks with the 
former Crystal Palace man 
after the Eagles released him 
and, after watching his side 
fail to finish off 10-man 
Shrewsbury in Thursday 
night’s 0-0 draw, he expects 
to hold further talks with the 
33-year-old in the coming 
days. 

McNulty, who last year 
helped end Town’s five-year 
stay in the non-league, hopes 
the club get their man, say¬ 
ing: “It would be nice if we do 
get a player like that in but 
that just shows how far we’ve 
come as a club when we’ve 
got players like him that 


maybe we can bring to the 
club. That’s good for the club 
as a whole that we can start 
attracting players like that 
again. 

“If it comes off it will be 
great and he’ll come into a 
good, honest bunch of lads 
and hopefully he’ll add 
something with his experi¬ 
ence. 

“Until it’s done it’s not real¬ 
ly worth talking about. It’s all 
speculation. Until he turns 
up at the training ground we 
can’t be getting excited about 
it. 

“We [the players] don’t real¬ 
ly chat about stuff. You hear 
all kinds of rumours flying 
about. We’re just there to get 
on with our job and whoever 
he [Still] brings in, he’ll bring 
in to improve the group and 
give us something that we 
need.” 

Goals are very much on 
Still’s agenda in this transfer 
window after his dominant 
but misfiring side drew their 
third league game in a row, 
missing the chance to leap¬ 
frog promotion rivals 
Shrewsbury into third place 


in League Two. Bedford-born 
ace Johnson, who began his 
youth career at Kenilworth 
Road, has made a living out 
of bagging goals throughout 
the upper echelons of the 
football pyramid. 

He moved from Luton to 
Birmingham in 1997 before 
enjoying Premier League 
spells with Fulham, Everton, 
Queens Park Rangers and 
Palace (twice) and also win¬ 
ning eight England caps. 

For Town’s new 21-year-old 
loan striker Jayden Stockley, 
who made his debut against 
the Shrews two days after 
joining Luton on a month¬ 
long deal, playing alongside 
Johnson would be a dream 
partnership. 

“He’s a player that I’ve 
watched, growing up,” said 
the Bournemouth youngster, 
adding: “It would be brilliant 
if he came here, to learn 
things from him because the 
experience he’s got is so valu¬ 
able. 

“You don’t get to that stage 
in your career, playing for 
England, representing your 
country, if you’re not a bril¬ 


liant player. I think everyone 
could learn a bit from him. 

“If it came off then I’d like to 
play with him, for his obvi¬ 
ous abilities, but that’s up to 
the gaffer.” 

Still said of his discussions 
with Johnson: “We need 
things to settle down for him. 

“We will talk again and if 
that works out it will work 
out. If it doesn’t, there are 
one or two other targets but 
we’ll have to wait on those. 

“We know he’s fit, we know 
he can score goals, but he 
needs a little bit of time to 
decide what he really wants 
to do. 

“I’m pretty comfortable in 
the knowledge that if he 
wants to play football he’ll 
play football here, he will do. 

“Luton is his club and I 
think sometimes you get a bit 
extra out of people when it’s 
their club, but obviously, he 
has to feel at this particular 
time that it’s right for him. 

“When we met he was a 
great lad, really interesting to 
talk to and he understood 
what we can give him as 
well.”
